Certain factors have tended recent- | 
ly to direct greater attention to wheat 
growing in Canada, that phase of the | 
Dominion’s agriculture upon which 
the great and elaborate industry is 
founded, yet which has been in some | 
danger of being pushed into the back-! 


| 
ground with the rapid development of | 


other branches of agriculture. Wheat | 
is the great fundamental crop of Can- | 
adian farming and, in expert, far- | 
sighted opinion, is likely to remain, 
bo. In 1926 Canada had 22,768,449} 
acres devoted to wheat, estimated to| 
have returned 17.8 bushels to the 
acre, or a total of 405,938,000 bushels-T 
Canada’s acreage in wheat was exceed- | 
ed only by that of the United States! 
and British India, while the Domin- | 
ion yield ig second only to that of the | 
United States. Is is further estimat- 
ed that the Canadian wheat crop in 
1926 reurned $442,673,000 to its pro-} 
ducers, a8 compared with $459,149,200 | 
in 1925. and $320,362,000 in 1924. Tak- | 
ing the figures of the last Canadian} 
census approximately $650 was dis- 
tributed to every farm in Canada from ; 
the wheat crop alone in 1926. | 

Certain events have recently com-| 
bined to considerably widen the future 
possibilities of wheat growing in Can- |} 
ada, broad as these already were. The | 
wheat belt in Western Canada was 
definitely and beyond question placed 
much farther north in 1926 when the 
wheat adjudged to be the best on the! 
North American continent in that 
year*came from the Peace River) 
Country of Northern Alberta, eight 
hundred miles north of the interna-} 
tional border. One would long hesi- | 
tate now to put northern limits to the 
wheat belt in Canada, especially in) 
view of the elastic possibilfiies of 
Garnet wheat and other rapid matur- 
ing wheats which may yet be devel 
oped. 7 

According to all reports, 
wheat fullly justified the great expec- 
tations deposited in it. The Canadian | 
Minister of Agriculture states that re- | 
ports from scores of farmers are) 
unanimous on the one vital claim that 
it ripens ten days earlier than Mar- 
quis. The yields also have been high- 
ly satisfactory and some extraordin- 
ary ones reported. A settler north of 
Prince Albert struggling along with

Louis Kon, trade delegate to the 
Union of Soviet Socialists Repub- 
lies, confirms the report that an 
order for $1,000,000 worth of bin- 
der twine has been placed with a 
Brantford firm.

During the season of 1926 over 
86,000 square miles of mineralized 
areas in the Dominion were map- 
ped out by means of aerial photos 
graphy, according to the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources at Otta- 
wa. This is one of the most im- 
portant uses to which aerial photo- 
graphy has been adapted. 


A bill to establish a fish, game 
and wild life sanctuary in the in- 
terior of Nova Scotia has been pass- 
ed in the Legislature. The sanctu- 
ary is to be located at the intersec- 
tion of the counties of Annapolis, 
Digby, Yarmouth and Shelburne- 
Queens. Others may follow in other 
parts of the province in the near 
future. 

A large single shipment of mctor 
oil, a solid trainload of 26 cars of 
Marvelube, left Sarnia for various 
points in the west, but mostly for 
Vancouver.

cently by Sir Arthur Currie, prin- 
cipal of McGill. A »rize of $500 is 
attached to each scholarship. 


According to the department of 
Colonization and Development of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, there 
is every indication that there will 
be a great increase in the number 
of immigrants coming to Canada 
this year comnared with the num- 
ber locating during 1926. Jt has 
been estimated that immigration 
figures for this year will be almost 
double those of the past year. Since 
the first of the present year Cana- 
dian Pacific liners have brought 
to Canada approximately 15,000 new 
settlers. 


E. W. Beatty, chairman and pre- 
sident of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, announced from headquarters 
recently that the name of the new 
hotel now being erected at Regina 
would be “Hotel Saskatchewan.”
